The Elba City Council had 


good news for Greg Sowell 
Monday night. The. Marilyn 
Street resident addressed the 
council with a request for 
sewage lines to be extended 
into the subdivision. 

Mayor James Grimes told 
him that just last week the City 
of Elba applied for a CDBG 
grant to install sewage lines in 
that area and one other section 
of town. He added that it would 
be 2006 before the funds are 
available, but it was in the 
works. 

Acting police Chief Freddie 
Hanchey reported to the coun- 
cil that everything is running as 
smoothly as can be expected: 

The council approved two 
resolutions. The first was*an 
agreement to allow a_play- 
ground/park. complex to be 
built on the old Elba High 
School property. The facility is 
planned for the site of the old 
auditorium and boiler room, 
located on Collier Street. Plans 
are being drawn by a New York 
design firm and fund raising is 
underway by a group: of private 
citizens. 

The second resolution was-a 
routine: agreement relating to 
the $1.5 million bond the city 
expects. to be sold within the 
next few weeks;

Next on the agenda for New 
Brockton officials and. citizens 
will be a town hall meeting 
Monday, March.?,; at 2 p.m. at 
the New Brockton Senior 
Citizens building. Present at this 
meeting will be Senator Jimmy 
Holley and Representative Terry 
Spicer. 

New Brockton officials have 
been working recently to try and 
convince the right authorities to 
consider keeping the current 
Hwy, 84 road open as an alter- 
nate business route through 
New Brockton after the bypass 


is completed. The current plans 
for the road project call for a 
section’ of the current road to be 
removed at both ends once the 
bypass is ready. 

Town officials are afraid the 
New Brockton will be “doomed 
to die a slow death if it is isolat- 
ed from any business. traffic.” 
Anyone interested in keeping 
this from happening is asked to 
be present for Monday's town 
hall meeting to express. these 
concerns to Holley and Spicer, 

Mayor Charles Cole recently 
addressed the Coffee County 
Commission seeking its support 
in these efforts. He told com- 
missioners the town is only the 
Department of Transportation to 
leave the existing Hwy. 84 as an 
alternate route. The commission 
unanimously approved a motion 
to support the town. 


During the previous meeting, 
commissioners had questions 
regarding the bid-submitted by 
Southern . Cross ~-of’ ~~ New 
Brockton. The bid was. quite a 
bit lower than other bids submit- 
ted, and. commissioners were 
not familiar with the company. 

A representative of the com- 
pany was present for Monday’s 
meeting, and he said he was 
going to need to withdraw his 
bid.

Suggestions on how to 


grow roses 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Coordinator 


The Extension Office has 
received several questions about 
roses. Below are some of these 
questions with a response. 

How do you grow a rose? 

Dig a large two foot square 
hole; fill it up with soil, compost 
or half a bag of steer manure 
plus a cup of bonemeal. Give it 
rose fertilizer as per instructions 
on the package and keep it well 
watered the first summer so the 
roots never dry out, 

What fertilizer is best for 
roses? ! 

All-roses are greedy feeders 
and like a lot of fertilizer. It 
should be given when. the leaves 
start to break out and after the 
first flush of flowers is over. You 
can use boxed rose fertilizer and 
use according to package 
instructions. Roses also benefit 
from a’ monthly foliar feeding. 
Organic fertilizers can be 
applied in early spring and 
allowed to break down over the 
season. Those gardeners with 
sandy. soil may have to. apply 
fertilizer more often because of 
their fast draining soil. No nitro- 
gen should be applied six weeks 
before the first frost.as it encour- 
ages growth which will be 
killed, Apply a fertilizer high in 
phosphorus and potassium only 
to strengthen the plant for win- 
ter. 

Can} grow roses organically? 

Growing roses without chem- 
ical sprays Or inorganic fertiliz- 
ers requires knowledge. of the 
different rose varieties as ‘some 
‘are more Vigorous and disease 
resistant than others. ‘To grow 
roses organically you must first 
concentrate on the root system. 


‘The goal is to produce a vigor- 


ous, healthy plant that will out- 
grow disease. A large hole filled 


with compost or aged manure 
(or a bag of steer manure) plus a 
cup of bone meal is a good start 
A six inch mulch keeps the roots 
cool and damp. 

How do you make a rose bed’ 

Try to situate the rose bed 
where it will receive at least six 
hours of full sun. Dig the space 
well to a depth of one foot and 
incorporate. some well rotted 
manure, compost or peat moss 
Keep in mind that-you-can only 
stretch comfortably to three feet 
60 a bed of six feet wide can be 
éasily reached from all. sides 
Arrange your roses* with the 
tallest ones in the center (or al 
the back if one sided), medium 
ones next and little ones in the 
front. Tree roses can be used in 
the center instead of the tall rose 
bushes. 

Can you make a hedge out 01 
roses? 

Roses can make beautiful 
hedges but the variety must he 
chosen with care. The rose must 
be hardy, disease resistant 
repeat flowering and have lots 
of foliage. Tall’ 5. foot -bushes 
should. be. planted. 3..feed apart 
and medium bushes 3 12 feet 
tall, planted 1 1/2 feet apart 
Maintenance i$ simple, dead 
head in summer and prune (if 
needed) in winter. 

How do you plant arse to 
climb up atree? 

Tree roots give roses @ lol of 
competition for nutrients and 
water so itis best to plant the 
rose 3 feet away fron) the. base 
of the treé. Slope the rose in the 
planting hole: on an’ angle 
towards the tree trunk: and-they 
tie it onto-a stake that is attached 
to the tree. When it has. grown 
up the Stake and can be tied to 
the tree then remove the stake, 

Growing roses can be fun and 
enjoyable.

Lime now for next 
year's food plots 


liming our winter food plots. Every year we say we are going to do 


it by the book this time, but planting season finds many of us run- 
ning out and hastily disking, seeding and throwing a little 13-13-13 
fertilizer out. Sometimes we get a good stand of rye, wheat or oats 
this way, but with a little more preparation we can greatly increase 


a food plot’s yield, 


Few food plot sites:in Alabama already have the proper nutrients, 
so they must be added. An exception to this may be when food plots 
are planted on land that was used to grow agricultural crops the pre- 
vious year and still have adequate nutrients in the soil. P 

Food plots in woodlands are often limited to plantings on logging 
roads and timber loading ramps. These areas will have a low level 
of plant nutrients and often acidic soils that are far from ideal for 
growing wildlife food. Tests by several universities have proven 
that the nutritional quality of plants is directly related to the fertili- 


ty of the food plot soil. 


The first step in upgrading a food plot is to take a soil test and fol- 
low the recommended rate of fertilizer and lime. The soil test 
should be preformed several months before planting time in order to 
get the results back and have the proper amount of lime applied. 
Local Cooperative Extension agents will be able to assist planters 
with information on how to obtain a soil test and analyze the test 


results. 


You can bet you boots that most analysis will recommend lime. 
When the pH is below 7 it is acidic, A pH reading above 7 is alka- 
line. Most food plot plantings do better within a pH range of 5.8 to 
6.5. A soil test will accurately measure just how much lime is need 
on a particular plot. Recommendations in our area will probably 
call for between 1 and 2 tons of lime per acre, sometimes more. 

By soil testing within the next month, one will have time to 
receive the results in time to apply lime to the plots to be planted 
next September or October. Experts recommend getting the lime 
spread at least six months before planting time so the lime will have 
time to-do its’ work and change the pH to a more desirable level. 

The best way to apply lime is with a commercial spreader truck. 
These services: are’ offered by farmer’s co-ops and independent 
applicators. Ifa truck can't get to a small food plot, lime can be 


spread with a tractor and spreader. 


How do I know many of us wait too late to soil test and lime our 
food plots? Yep, I have been guilty of it too: “But I have also seen 
the difference in the yield of a properly. limed and fertilized food 
plot, Believe me, its’ worth the effort.

State Public Fishing Lakes 
have excellent fishing. Although 
the highest numbers of fish are 
caught at these lakes during 
May and early June, many large 
bass are often caught in the early 
spring. Some of these lakes have 
crappie, another favorite with 
early season anglers. Smaller 
lakes like State Public Fishing 
Lakes and.ponds warm up earli- 
er in spring than Alabama's larg- 
er reservoirs, 

State Public Fishing Lakes are 
owned and managed by the 
Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries Division 
of the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources, Lake managers oper- 
ate these lakes by renting fishing 
boats and other equipment, and 
by selling snacks, bait, fishing 
equipment, fishing licenses, and 
daily permits. Daily permits cost 
$2 a day ($2.50 at Pike County 
Lake), and are needed for 
anglers 12 and older, Normal 
fishing license requirements 
also apply to state lake anglers, 

Anglers wanting to fish a 
State Public Fishing Lake are 
encouraged to call the lake man- 
ager to determine which days of 
the week the lake is open, 
Additional information may be 
found at www,outdooralaba- 
ma.com.

IRS has $24M for Alabamians who have 
not filed 2001 tax returns 


Unclaimed refunds totaling 
more than $24 million are await- 
ing about 26,700 Alabamians 
who failed to file an income tax 
return for 2001, the Internal 
Revenue Service announced 
today. However, in order to col- 
lect the money, a return must be 
filed with the IRS no later than 
April 15, 2005. 

The IRS estimates that half of 
those who could claim refunds 
would receive more than $459. In 
some cases, individuals had: taxes 
withheld from their wages or 
made payments against their 
taxes out of self-employed earn- 
ings but had too little income to 
require filing a tax return, 

“The window is closing for 
2001 refunds,” [RS spokesman 
Dan Boone. said. “As soon as 
you send us your tax return, 


you'll get your money. But if you 
don’t file, you won't get any- 
thing.” 

In cases where a return was not 
filed, the law provides most tax- 
payers with a three-year window 
of opportunity to claim a refund. 
If no return is filed to claim the 
refund within three years, the 
money becomes property of the 
U.S. Treasury. For 2001 returns, 
the window closes on April 15, 
2005. The law requires that the 
return be properly addressed, 
postmarked and mailed by that 
date. There is no penalty assessed 
by the IRS for filing a late return 
qualifying for a refund. 

The IRS reminds taxpayers 
seeking a 2001 refund that their 
checks will be held if they have 
not filed tax returns for 2002 or 
2003. In addition, the refund will 


be applied to any amounts still 
owed to the IRS and may be used 
to satisfy unpaid child support or 
past due federal debts such as stu- 
dent loans. 

Some of these taxpayers may 
also be eligible for the refundable 
Earned Income Tax Credit. 
Generally, individuals qualified 
for the EITC in 2001 if they 
earned less than $32,121 and had 
two or more’ qualifying children 
living with them, earned less than 
$28,281 with one qualifying 
child or earned less than $10,710 
with no qualifying child. . 

Current and. prior year tax 
forms are available on the IRS 
Web site (www.irs.gov) or by 
calling 1-800-TAX-FORM (1- 
800-829-3676). ‘Taxpayers who 
need help may also call the IRS 
help line at 1-800-829-1040.
